In a letter dated Feb. 5, one of the t 
largest paper mills in the country I 

says: * 

“ Ae regret to advise, that owing to 1 
congestion of orders on our books, we 
will be unable to accept any orders : 
from our jobbers, until further notice, 1 
which we think, will be about tsvo ; 
months. ' 

“We find ourselves about seven and I 
one-half months behind on our orders, ; 
which makes it imperative that we 1 
go out of the market for the pres- 1 
ent.’’ 

Mill employees arc demanding a 
six hour day, which if granted will 
necessitate four shifts in order to 
complete the full twenty-four hour 
running schedule on which mills oper¬ 
ate. Many mills are refusing all or¬ 
ders, for the rea.son that they are not 
desirous of having any commitments 
unfilled in the event that the mill em¬ 
ployees strike to enforce their de¬ 
mands. 

With prices of paper racing up and 
up, the price of printing must neces- 
.sarily {alvance. The News I’rintery 
buses its prices on: Cost of stock, 

actual time of labor, and 20 per cent 
added for transportation, handling 
and spoilage. We are not responsible | 
for the price and print shops in neigh- j 
boring town.s are generally higher in ' 
their prices than this shop. |

business men, who all loyally 
patronize The News printery, except 
the City Trustees, who, perhaps, may 
not he listed under that heading.

' HOW TO CATCH ELEPHANTS 

Some Suggestions Made by African 

Paper Would Seam to Border 
Slightly on the Ridiculous. 

Half the inventors in Eryglund seem 
to have set to work on the problem of 
capturing or Ue.sU'oying the Addo Hush 
elephants. One imin wants to drive 
tlieni on to ligliters moored in the Sun¬ 
day river, and another suggests liunt- 
Ing them in wliipiiet tanks, which, of 
course, will go tlimugli Jungle like a 
hot knife through a pat of itutter. W’^e 
don’t think much of these ideas, liow- 
ever. Tliey do not appeal to us as 
being sufficiently simple aud [iractical 
But as mere destructive criticism is 
never satisfying, we put forward the 
following schemes, wliich could be car¬ 
ried out easily; 

First. Erect searchlights round the 
Bush and concentrate tlierii uiwu the 
elephants at niglit. Dazzled by the 
glare the brutes will dash head first 
into the trunks of ttie trees and stun 
tlieinselves. Their feet can then be 
tied together, and tliey can be dragged 
away by donkeys or oxen to cages and 
sub.seipiently sold to circus proprietors 
or zoological gardems. 

Second. I.et a big airship (the R-34 
would do) move to and fro over the 
liush, drugging it thoroughly with 
grappling hooks.

only after many years of drying are 
by this chemical process produced 
within 24 hours. Thereafter, when 
the moisture that may still be left has 
I evai>ornted, the wood becomes harder 
and more durable than by the aging 
I process.
